A BILL to enable William Grierſon, eliiſt Son 
of Sir Robert Grierſon of Lag, Baronet, to

of high Treafon ; and thereby, and by one or more Act or Acts of Par- 
liament; all the real and perſonal Eſtate of the ſaid William Grierſon be- 
came forfeited, and veſted in Thſtees for the Uſe of the Publick. 


And whereas the ſaid William Grierſon was, by the great Clemency, 
and innate Goodneſs of His preſent Majeſty, then Regent of the King- 
dom, reprieved, and by an Act made in the third Year of the Reign of 
His ſaid late Majeſty King George the Firſt, entituled, An 4 for the King's 
moſt gracious general free Pardon, the ſaid William Grier Jon was 2

and diſcharged of and from e and Execution of his Perſon 
on ſuch Attainder, but excluded from any othe, Benefit of the ſaid Act. 


And whereas the ſaid William Grierſon having endeavoured, upon all 
Occaſions, to attone for his paſt Offence, by a peaceable and dutiful Be- 
haviour, His faid late Majeſty was pleaſed to grant him His moſt gracious 
Pardon, bearing Date the 2gth Day of June, in the twelfth Year of His 


Reign, 


Aud whereas it is apprehended, that without an Act of Parliament, 
notwithſtanding His ſaid late Majeſty's moſt gracious Pardon, the ſaid 
Wilkam Grierſon does ſtill lie 5 the Incapacities and Diſabilities occa- 
ſioned by reaſon of his ſaid Attainder, and that he cannot ſue or maintain 
any Action or Suit, or take, tranſmit, or inherit any real or perſonal 
Eſtate, that ſince the Date of the laſt mentioned Pardon might otherwiſe 
have deſcended or come to him, or that ſhall, or may afterwards deſcend, 
or otherwiſe come to him, and is thereby excluded from the Means of 
providing for himſelf and his unfortunate Family. 


For Remedy whereof, Your Majeſty's moſt obedient and dutiful 
Subject, the ſaid William Grierſon, 


Doth moſt humbly beſeech Your MajzsTy, 


That it may be Enacted; And be it Enacted, by the King's moſt 
Excellent Majeſty, by and -with the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſ- 
ſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That the faid William 
Grierſon, his Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, ſhall be, and 
he, and they, is, and are, hereby enabled, notwithſtanding the ſaid At- 
tainder, to take, hold, inherit, ſue for, and recover to his and their own 
Uſe and Benefit; and alſo to alien, deviſe or otherwiſe diſpoſe of all ſuch 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, and other Eſtates, real and per- 
ſonal, which ſince the Date of the ſaid Pardon have deſcended, or other- 
wiſe come, or would have deſcended, or otherwiſe come to him, in caſe 
no ſuch Conviction or Attainder had been; and of all ſuch Lands, Te- 
nements, and Hereditaments, and other Eſtates, real and perſonal, 
that ſhall hereafter deſcend or otherwiſe come to him, or that he ſhall 
hereafter be poſſeſſed of, or might hereafter have deſcended or  other- 
wiſe come td him, in cafe no fuch Conviction or Attainder had been, in 
as full, ample, and beneficial Manner, as he, or they, might take, hold, 
inherit, alien, deviſe, or diſpoſe of the fame, in caſe no ſuch Conviction 
or Attainder had eyer been ; any Law Cr Statute go the contrary in- any 
wiſe notwithſtanding. 


Provided always, and be It further Enaxed, by the Authority a- 
foreſaid, That all Sales, Conveyances and Aſſurances, Adjudications and 
Decrees, made or executed by the Commiſſioners and Truſtees for the 
Sale of forfeited Eſtates, of, touching or concerning any Eſtate, Right, 

tle, 
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Title, Intereſt or Demand, either in Law or Equity, of, in, to, or out 
of any Honours, Mannors, Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Eſtates, 
or Intereſt of the ſaid William Grierſon, or any other Perſon, ſeized, poſ- 
ſeſſed of, or intitled unto in Truſt for him, or which were at any Time the 
Eſtate of the ſaid William Grierſon, ſhall be, and are hereby ratified and 
confirmed, and ſhall be deemed, and taken to be good and effectual to all 
Intents and Purpoſes whatſoever againſt the ſaid William Grierſon, his 
Heirs, Executors or Adminiſtrators, or any other Perſon claiming, or 
which ſhall, or may claim any Eſtate or Intereſt in the faid Premiſes, or 
any Part thereof, from, by, or under him, any Thing in this Act con- 
tained to the contrary in anywiſe notwithſtanding. 


Provided alſo, That nothing in this Act contained, ſhall extend, or 
be taken, or conſtrued to extend to reverſe the ſaid Attainder of the ſaid 
Wilkam Grierſon, ſave that the ſaid William Grierſon may, notwithſtand- 
ing the ſaid Attainder, have, and enjoy the Powers, Capacities, and Advan- 
tages hereby given to him, 


Saving and reſerving to all andevery other Perſon and Perſons, Bodies 
Politick and Corporate, his, and their Heirs, Succeſſors, Executors, Admi- 
niſtrators, and Aſſigns, (except the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, and 
the ſaid Commiſſioners and Truſtees, and their Heirs) all ſuch Eſtates, 
Rights, Title, Intereſt, Claim and Demand, in Law or Equity, as th
